To enable Grand Juries at the ensuing Summer and Spring 
Assizes to make certain Presentments in Counties of Cities 
and Towns in Ireland, and to remove Doubts as to the 
Jurisdiction of Justices of the Peace in Places recently 
annexed to Counties at large in Ireland.

by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament Preamble: 
holdeti in. the third and fourth years of the reign of Her iob'b < 20 
present Majesty, intituled,. “An Act for the Regulation of Municipal 
Corporations in Ireland,” it was enacted, that the boundaries of the 
5 several boroughs named in Schedule (A.) to that Act annexed should 
for the purposes of that Act be taken to be according to the descrip- 
tion of such boundaries' set forth in Schedule (C.) to that Act 
annexed ; and by another Act passed in the same Session of Parlia- 
ment, intituled, “An Act to annex certain Parts of certain Counties 3&4Vict. 
10 of Cities to adjoining Counties, to make further Provision for Com- 109 ‘ 
pensation of Officers in Boroughs, to limit the Borough Rate, and to 
continue for a limited Time an Act to restrain the Alienation of Cor- 
porate Property in Ireland,” it was enacted* that, for the purposes of 
the said first-recited and of that Act, all places locally situate or 
15 included within the boundaries of any of the boroughs of Cork, 

Dublin, Kilkenny, Limerick, Waterford and Drogheda, as defined 
under the said first-recited Act, should, from and after the time when 
the said Act secondly above mentioned should come into operation, 
be deemed and taken to be part or parts of the county of the city or 
coufity of the town of such borough respectively, and of no other 
county ; and every portion, place or precinct of every county of a city 
415. a or 
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or county of a town not under the said Acts included, within any such 
borough, should, until provision in that behalf should be otherwise 
made, under and by virtue of the said last-mentioned Act, be one 
barony in itself, and should for all purposes of Grand Jury Present- 
ments and of Criminal Jurisdiction, and also of Civil Jurisdiction of 5 
the Superior Courts of Common Law in Dublin, be part of the county 
at large which was adjacent to it, or with which it had the largest 
common boundary : 

And whereas the said Act secondly above recited came into opera- 
tion in some of the said boroughs, after the Summer Assizes of the year 10 
otour Lord One thousand eight hundred and Forty-one: 

And whereas under the said recited Acts certain parts or portions 
only of the old liberties of some of the cities and towns therein men- 
tioned, and certain parts of parishes and other denominations are 
included within the; boundaries of the counties of such cities or 15 
towns or boroughs as defined under the provisions of the said Acts 
and other parts or portions of the liberties of the same cities or 
towns, and of such parishes and other denominations, not beino- within 
such boundaries, have, for the purposes of Grand Jury Presentments, 
among others, become part of the adjoining counties; and difficulties 20 
have been found to exist in respect of the making Presentments 
and of assessing and applotting the public money within the same 
respectively : 

And whereas contracts have been entered into by the Grand Juries 
of the same cities and towns, or some of them, for keeping in repair 25 
roads in the liberties thereof, some portions being within and other 
portions being without the boundaries of the said boroughs as defined 
under the said Acts ; and doubts have arisen as to the manner in 
which monies to be presented by the Grand Juries of the counties of 
the same cities and towns, and of the adjoining counties respectively, 30 
in respect of such contracts, should be apportioned : 

And whereas the respective Grand Juries assembled at the Spring 
Assizes in- the present year, holden for certain of the said counties of 
cities or counties of towns* made divers Presentments for monies justly 
chargeable, in tbe whole or part, on the whole of such counties 35 
of cities or towns as existing previous to the coming into operation 
of the said Act ; but the warrants of the respective Treasurers of 
the counties of such cities or towns under such Presentments would 
not extend to any part of the liberties or suburbs of any of the said 
cities or towns annexed under the provisions of the said Acts or 40 
either of them to an adjoining county ; and it is expedient that pro- 
vision should be made to remedy such difficulty ;

Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT all Present- 
,5 nients made at the last Spring Assizes in and for any county of a 
city or county of a town in Ireland, in respect to which the Act 
secondly before recited came into operation after the Summer Assizes 
for the year One thousand eight hundred and Forty-one, together 
with such sum as might have been legally added thereto by the 
io Treasurer of such county of a city or town, before the passing of the 
said recited Acts of the third and fourth years of the reign of Her 
present Majesty, and which Presentments have not been hitherto 
levied, shall and may be levied and raised off such county of a 
city or town, as the same is defined under the said recited Acts : 
15 Provided always, That if such Presentments, or any of them, shall 
include any sum or sums of money, or portions of any sum or sums of 
money, not being money payable in advance, to which, if the said recited 
Acts had not been passed, any place or precinct, not being, under the 
provisicns of the said Act, part of any such borough, would be liable 
20 to contribute, it shall and may be lawful to and for the respective 
Grand Juries of such county of a city or town, and of the adjoining 
county to which such place or precinct has, for the purposes and 
under the provisions of the said recited Acts or one of them, been 
annexed, assembled at the Summer Assizes of the present year, to 
125 agree upon the proportion of the sum or sums, not being money 
payable in advance, which ought to be paid and contributed in 
respect of such place or precinct, and the Presentment or Present- 
ments so made at the last Spring Assizes shall be reduced by the 
amount of such contribution, and the residue only levied upon such 
go county of a city or town as defined under the said Acts, and the war- 
rant of the Treasurer made out or amended accordingly ; and it shall 
be lawful for the Grand Jury of such adjoining county to present 
such sum or sums so agreed upon to be raised off such place or 
precinct, and paid to the Treasurer of the county of the city of which 
35 such place or precinct had been part. 

And be.it Enacted, That if any contract has been entered into by 
the Grand Jury of any such county of a city or town for making, 
widening, repairing or keeping in repair the whole or any part of any 
public way or ways of the former liberties of such city or town, the 
40 Grand Jury of the county of such city or town shall from time to 
time present to be raised off the county of such city or town, and 
to be paid unto the person or persons who shall be entitled to 
receive the same respectively, such portion of the monies appointed by 
such Grand Jury to be paid to the contractors in such contracts named 
respectively, as ought to be paid in that behalf in respect of the portion 
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of the public ways included within the boundaries of the county of the 
city or town as defined under the said recited Acts ; and the Grand 
Jury of the adjoining county shall from time to time present to be 
raised in like manner as Grand Jury cess off the portion of the said 
liberties, not included within the boundaries of the county of the ^ 
city of the said borough, such portion of the monies appointed to 
be paid to such contractors as ought to be paid in that behalf in 
respect of the portion of such public ways not included within the 
boundaries of such county of a city or town, as defined under the 
said recited Acts; and where no part of the streets, ways, passages 10 
roads or in respect of which such contracts shall have been entered 
into, shall be included within the boundaries of the county of the 
city of the said borough, then the whole of the sums payable 
thereunder shall be presented by the Grand Jury of the adjoining 
county, to be raised in like manner as Grand Jury cess off the por- 
tion of the said liberties not being within the county of the city of 
the said borough ; and in case of any breach in the performance of 
any such contracts, it shall and may be lawful to and for the Trea- 
surer of the county of the said city, or the Treasurer of the 
adjoining county, as the case may he, to sue upon such contract or 20 
any bond conditioned for the performance thereof, or to make void 
such contract, and if the same be avoided or otherwise not taking 
effect, to give such credit and allowances in like manner, as fully and ' 
effectually as the Grand Jury or Treasurer of the county of the said 
city for the time being might or could have done if the said Act for 25 
annexing certain parts of certain counties of cities to adjoining coun- 
ties had not been passed.

Settling pro-^ And be it Enacted, That in case any difference shall arise re- 
tortions. specting the amount or proportion of the said sum or sums which 

ought to be allowed, paid or contributed in respect of such place or 30 
precinct, or concerning the instalments by which, or otherwise con- 
cerning the manner in which the same ought to be allowed, paid, 
raised, levied or apportioned, it shall be lawful for the senior Judge 
of Assize for the county of which such place or precinct shall be part on. 
his circuit, at the Summer Assizes of the present year, or at any sue- 35 
ceeding Assizes, on the application of the Council of such borough, or 
of any Ten Persons liable to the payment of Grand Jury cess in such 
place or precinct, or of the Grand Jury at the Assizes for such county 
or county of a city or town, to appoint, by writing under his hand, a 
Barrister, not having any interest in the question, to arbitrate between 40 
the parties, and by his award, under his hand and seal, to assess 
the amount and proportion, if any, of such sum or sums which ought 
to be allowed, paid or contributed in respect of such place or precinct, 
and to determine the manner in which the said sum or sums ought to 
be apportioned between such borough and such precinct or place re- 
% spectiyely; 
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spectively ; and such Arbitrator shall also assess the costs of the arbi- 
tration, and shall direct by whom and in what proportion and out of 
what fund the same shall be paid ; and the sum or sums awarded by 
such Barrister to be paid in respect of such place or precinct shall be 
i) raised and levied by the warrant of the Treasurer of the county of the 
city of such borough, and paid by such place or precinct. 

And be it Enacted, That at the next ensuing Summer and every 
succeeding Assizes to be holden for any such county of a city or town 
in Ireland, it shall and may be lawful to and for the Grand Jury of 
10 such county of a city or town to present all and every such sum and 
sums as might be lawfully presented, pursuant to laws in force in 
Ireland relating to Grand Jury Presentments previous to the said Acts 
coming into operation within each such county of a city or town re- 
spectively : Provided always, That all and every such sum or sums, when 
so presented, and all sums which might be legally added thereto by 
the Treasurer of such county of a city or town, if said recited Acts 
had not passed, shall be assessed, applotted, levied and raised off such 
county of a city or town, as the same is defined under the said 
recited Acts, without reference to previously existing exemptions 
20 or compositions for any particular parish, district or other denomi- 
nation. 

AND whereas an Act was passed in the Session of Parliament 
holden in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his late Majesty 
King William the Fourth, intituled, “ An Act to consolidate and 
25 amend the Laws relating to the Presentment of Public Money by 
Grand Juries in Ireland:” And whereas difficulties have arisen in 
the applotment, collection and levy of Grand Jury Cess under the 
provisions of the said Act, in counties of cities and counties of towns 
in Ireland ; For remedy thereof, BE it Enacted, That it shall be lawful 
3 o for the Grand Jury of any county of a city or county of a town in 
Ireland, at the Summer Assizes of the present year, or at any 
succeeding Assizes, to apply by memorial to the Lord Lieutenant 
and Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, praying that Grand 
Jury Cess may be applotted and levied as hereinafter provided, 
35 in such county of a city or county of a town; and thereupon 
it shall be lawful for the said Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council 
to inquire into the circumstances under which Grand Jury Cess 
shall have been applotted, collected and levied in such county 
of a city or county of a town, and whether a rate or rates has or have 
40 been made, or is likely soon to be completed for such county of a 
city or county of a town, under the Act passed in the second year of 
the reign of Her present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the more 
effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland,” or any Act amend- 
ing the same, and to receive any objections that may be made to the 
prayer of such memorial, and to examine witnesses on oath touching

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the matter of such inquiry ; and in case it shall appear to the said 
Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council, at any time after such memorial 
shall have been presented, and before the prayer thereof shall have 
been refused, that a rate or rates under the said last-mentioned Act 
shall have been made, and that such rate or rates extends or extend ^ 
over the entire of such county of a city or county of a town, and in 
case it shall appear to them in other respects expedient so to do, the 
said Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council shall order that after a day 
to be named in such order Grand Jury Cess shall be applotted, col- 
lected and levied in such county of a city or county of a town, under 10 
and according to the provisions hereinafter contained, and the same 
shall be so applotted, collected and levied accordingly. 

And be it Enacted, That the Treasurer of every such county of a city 
or county of a town in respect whereof any such order shall be made, ] r } 
shall, upon the same being signified to him by the Clerk of the said 
Council, apply to the Guardians of the Poor of every Union, any part 
of which shall be situate within such county of a city or county of a 
town, requesting in writing that such Guardians may cause to be made 
out and delivered to him, within Days after such request 20 

shall have been made to them, a copy of the rate then last made 
for such Union for the the relief of the poor, or so much thereof as 
shall relate to such county of a city or county of a town, or any part 
or parts thereof situate within such Union ; and such Guardians shall 
cause the same to be so made out and delivered accordingly; and 25 
shall from time to time thereafter, when and as they shall make any 
new rate under the said Act, deliver to the said Treasurer without 
further request on his behalf, a copy of such rate within 
Days after making' the same ; and such Treasurer shall pay to such 
Guardians the reasonable expense of making each copy of the said 50 
rate out of the public monies in his hands, and shall be allowed 
such payments in his account with the. Grand Jury of such county of 
a city or county of a town. 

And be it Enacted, That the Treasurer of each county of a city or 
county of a town, in respect of the applotment, collection and levy of 35 
Grand Jury Cess wherein any such order shall have been made, 
shall within Days after he shall have received from the 

Clerk of the Crown the copies of the Presentments of each preceding 
Assizes, applot upon every tenement and portion of land, in 
respect of which any Grand Jury Cess shall be chargeable within 40 
such county of a city or county of a town, the proportion of the 
Grand Jury Cess to be raised in pursuance of the Presentments made 
at such Assizes, and shall so applot the same according to the valua- 
tion of each such tenement and portion of land as contained in 
the rate for the Relief of the Poor which shall have been then last 

made 
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made and delivered to him ; and in case any such tenement or 
portion of land shall not be comprised in such rate, such applotment 
shall be made upon such tenement or portion of land according to the 
annual value thereof, taken in relation to the gross annual value specified 
5 in such rate, in respect of the respective tenements and portions of land 
chargeable as aforesaid and comprised in such rate ; and such Treasurer 
shall, within One Week after such applotment shall be made, cause to 
be published in some newspaper circulating in such county of a city or 
county of a town, and cause to be posted at the usual places for posting 
10 Grand Jury notices in such county of a city or county of a town, a 
notice, stating that such applotment has been made, and that the same 
will remain at a place to be specified in such notice, open for the in- 
spection of all occupiers of any lands or tenements within such county 
of a city or county of a town, at all reasonable times, for the space of 
15 Twenty-one Days from the date of such notice ; and the said Trea- 
surer shall keep the same at such convenient place to he specified in 
such notice, and shall allow all such occupiers applying for that pur- 
pose to inspect the same at all reasonable times during the said space 
of Twenty-one Days, and to take extracts therefrom without fee or 
20 charge, and shall give a copy or copies, extract or extracts, of or from 
such applotment to any person applying for the same, upon being paid 
a reasonable sum for such copy or copies, extract or extracts, not 
exceeding the sum of Three-pence for every hundred names contained 
in each such copy or extract ; and if any such Treasurer shall wilfully 
25 neglect or refuse to permit any such occupier to inspect any such 
applotment, or to make any extract therefrom, he shall, on conviction 
thereof before any Two Justices of the Peace, forfeit and pay for 
every such offence such sum, not exceeding Five Pounds, as the Jus- 
tices shall think meet. 

30 And be it Enacted, That with all convenient speed, after the expi- 
ration of Thirty Days from the making of such applotment, such Trea- 
surer shall issue his warrants, directed to the several persons who, 
under the provisions of the said recited Act of the sixth and seventh 
years of his late Majesty’s reign, shall be the collectors for levying 
35 and collecting the sums to be raised for Grand Jury Cess off 
such county of a city or county of a town, and shall amend such 
warrants, or issue an amended warrant or warrants as hereinafter 
mentioned; and in the said respective warrants shall be specified 
the proportion of the said Grand Jury Cess which shall be pay- 
40 able in respect of each tenement or portion of land chargeable with 
Grand Jury Cess, and for which the person to whom the warrant 
shall have been directed shall he a collector, together with the 
name of the occupier or occupiers thereof, as such name or names (if 
mentioned therein) shall appear upon the copy of such rate for the 
Relief of the Poor then last delivered to the said Treasurer ; and 
415. a 4 every 
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every person duly authorized to collect and levy Grand Jury Cess in 
such county of a city or county of a town, as soon as he shall have 
received any such warrant, shall collect and levy the same according 
to such warrant, and shall pay the amount so collected to tire Trea- 
surer of such county of a city or county of a town ; and all the sums 5 
specified in such warrant shall and may be collected, levied, sued 
lor and recovered by all ways and means provided by the said recited. 
Act of the sixth and seventh years of his late Majesty’s reign, for 
the levy or collection of Grand Jury Cess; and all the provisions 
of the said Act of the sixth and seventh years of his late Majesty’s j 0 
reign, with reference to such collection or levy, shall apply to all 
sums so specified in such warrant, and all arrears thereof, as if 
the same were hereby specifically re-enacted, or as if the said war- 
rant were an applotment duly made in pursuance of the 'said last- 
mentioned Act ; and the several sums specified in such warrant as 
such proportions as aforesaid shall respectively be charges upon the 
respective lands and premises in that behalf mentioned in such war- 
rant, and shall be paid and payable by the person occupying the pre- 
mises respectively at the time such Cess is levied thereon, although 
such person did not occupy the same at the time such Cess was 20 
imposed ; and when the sum so payable by any such person does not 
exceed Fifty Pounds, the same may be sued for by Civil Bill in the 
name of the Collector, before the Assistant-Barrister, or other person 
having 1 jurisdiction to hear and determine causes by Civil Bill in the 
county of the city or county of the town in which the person liable to 25 
pay the same may reside. 

AND whereas by the said last-mentioned Act provision is made for 
the choosing of applotters by the landholders and inhabitants of 
the manor, parish or other denomination of land contained in the 
Treasurer’s warrant for applotting the Grand Jury Cess to be 30 
levied thereon, and by the said Act it is enacted that the persons 
so chosen shall within Thirty Days from the time they shall 
be so chosen applot the sum so to be levied upon such manor, 
parish or denomination, fairly and justly, according to the relative 
annual value of the several sub-divisions of the lands and tene- 35 
ments therein contained, stating as accurately as they can the 
name of the occupier of each portion of such lands, and shall 
make oath before any Justice of the Peace for the county that they 
have made the said applotment justly, according to the best of their 
skill, without favour, affection or malice, the jurat of which oath shall 40 
be indorsed on the applotment; and such applotters shall deliver such 
applotment so verified upon oath to the person empowered to collect 
such Grand Jury Cess, under the penalty of forfeiting for -every day 
they shall omit to deliver the same after the said Thirty Days the 

sum 
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sum of Ten Shillings, to be recovered by civil bill by any person who 
shall sue for the same ; and the Collector, on receiving such full and 
sufficient applotment, is by the said Act required and authorized to 
levy the said money according thereto ; and in case no full and suffi- 
5 cient applotment shall be returned within Thirty-six Days after the 
time fixed for the appointment of the applotters, it is by the said Act 
enacted, that then and in such case it shall be lawful for such Col- 
lector to levy the full sum required by the Treasurer's warrant off 
such manor, parish or denomination, according to or in the like pro- 
io portions as the sum levied under the last previous applotment of 
such manor, parish or denomination, or according to the rate or 
applotment pursuant to which it was paid or levied : And whereas in 
some places it has happened that applotnients have been made not in 
conformity with the said recited enactments, and difficulties have arisen 
in the collection of Grand Jury Cess by reason thereof, and by reason 
of doubts entertained as to what is the last legal applotment according 
to which Grand Jury Cess ought to be collected, and by reason of 
informalities in proceedings for such applotment; and it is expedient 
to provide for determining without delay in what manner Grand 
20 Jury Cess and arrears thereof shall be collected, where any such 
difficulties exist in any county of a city or county of a town with 
respect to which no such order of the Lord Lieutenant and Privy 
Council shall be made as aforesaid, and also to provide as hereinafter 
mentioned a remedy for the invalidity of applotments to be made by 
25 Treasurers as aforesaid in any county of a city or county of a town 
with respect to which such order shall be made ; BE it therefore 
Enacted, That it shall be lawful for any Ten or more persons hold- 
ing occupying or owning lands or tenements liable to Grand Jury 
Cess in any county of a city or county of a town, or for the Attorney- 
30 general of Ireland, if he should so think fit, to make application to 
the Court of Queen’s Bench in Ireland, or to any Judge thereof, 
whether in or out of term, informing the Court or Judge by affidavits, 
that no applotters have been appointed in obedience to any warrant 
or notice issued by any Treasurer or Collector of Grand Jury Cess, 
3- or that no applotment of such Cess has been made by applotters 
appointed for that purpose, or that no applotment of such Cess has 
been made by the Treasurer of such county of a city or county of a 
town uuder this Act, or that difficulties exist in, or that doubts exist 
respecting the collection or proportions of Grand Jury Cess, or 
40 respecting the liability thereto of any occupiers of land or tenements 
in any such county of a city or county of a town, or in any manor, 
parish or denomination of land therein, by reason of defect in any 
applotment of Grand Jury Cess, or by reason of doubts respecting 
the validity or fairness and justice of any such applotment, or by 
reason of some informality of defect in some proceeding in relation to

any such applotment ; ancl thereupon it shall be lawful for such 
Court or Judge to make an order that such applotment, where any 
exists, and any other applotment, and any presentments. Treasurer’s 
warrants, notices or other documents shall be brought before such 
Court or Judge for inspection, at a time to be named in such order, 5 
and to direct such order to such person, and to direct the same to be 
served or published in such manner as such Court or Judge shall 
deem fit ; and upon inspection of any such applotment, warrant, 
presentment or other document, or upon such other evidence as shall 
appear satisfactory to such Court or Judge, to make such order as to 10 
such Court or Judge shall seem meet for making any such applot- 
ment, where none lias been already made, or for quashing, con- 
firming or altering any applotment of Grand Jury Cess or any 
part thereof, and for. directing a new applotment to be made of 
or for Grand Jury Cess, or any portion thereof, by such Treasurer in 15 
any county of a city or county of a town with respect to which the 
Lord Lieutenant and Privy Council shall have made sucli order as 
aforesaid, or in any county of a city or county of a town with respect 
to which such order shall not have been made for directing such 
applotments to he made in and for any manor, parish or denomina- 20 
tion of land in such county of a city or county of a town, by any Two 
Persons to be named in such order or any other order of such Court 
or Judge, or by Two A ppl otters for that purpose to be chosen at 
such time and in such manner as to such Court or Judge shall seem 
fit, and such Court or Judge shall make such order as he or they shall 25 
deem fit touching the proceedings of any such ap plotters ; and it shall 
be lawful for such Court or Judge to direct that such applotters shall 
separately, and by distinct applotments, applot upon such manor, 
parish or denomination of land, the amount inserted in any or any 
such warrant or warrants of the Treasurer of the county of a city or 30 
county of a town wherein such manor, parish or denomination of land 
shall be situate, and not theretofore already paid or levied, as such 
Court or J udge shall deem necessary or just, in order to ascertain 
what ought to be the proportion payable according to such warrant 
in respect of the several and respective subdivisions of land within 35; 
such manor, parish or denomination, in case a valid applotment had 
been made of the sum respectively so inserted in such warrant, 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for such Court or Judge, 
if they or he shall so deem fit, to order that the costs of any such 
application or any portion thereof shall be taxed, and that the amount 40 
of such costs when taxed shall be added to the sum to be applotted 
under the order in that behalf of such Court oi* Judge, or shall be paid 
by the Treasurer of the county of a city or county of a town in respect 
of which or of any part of which such application shall have been 

made, 
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made, to such person and at such time as shall be specified in such 
order; and in case such costs shall be so directed to be paid by such 
Treasurer, he shall pay the same as directed by such order, and the 
amount thereof shall be added to the sum to be inserted in the next 
5 Treasurer’s warrant, to be levied off such county of a city, county of 
a town, manor, parish or denomination, or such part thereof as such 
Court or Judge shall order ;and it shall also be lawful for such Court 
or Judge, in case they or he shall deem any such application or the 
resistance thereto to be made without just and reasonable cause, or to 
10 be in any part thereof vexatiously conducted, to order any costs of 
making or resisting such application, or any portion of such costs, to 
be paid by or to any owners, occupiers or holders of land who shall 
be parties making or resisting such application. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That public notice, stating 
15 the objects and grounds of every such application. Ten Days before 
the making of the same, shall be posted at or near the court-house in 
which the Assizes for the county of a city or county of a town, in 
respect of which or any part of which such application shall be 
made, are usually h olden, and shall be Once published in some news- 
20 paper circulating in such county of a city or county of a town ; and 
it shall be lawful for any person owning, holding or occupying 
any land or tenement liable to Grand Jury Cess, in such county of a 
city or county of a. town, to appear by himself, his counsel or agents 
before such Court or Judge, and resist such application. 

25 And be it Enacted, That the Applotters appointed or chosen under 
or by virtue of this Act, shall, within Thirty Days from the time when 
they shall be so appointed or chosen, or within such shorter time as 
shall be specified in any order of such Court or Judge, applot the, sum 
or sums which in any and every Treasurer’s warrant specified in any such 
30 order shall have been inserted as the portion of Grand J ury Cess which 
the manor, parish or denomination was to pay, and such applotters 
shall so separately applot the same, fairly and justly, according to the 
relative annual value of the several sub-divisionsof the lands and tene- 
ments contained in such manor, parish or denomination, stating as accu- 
35 rately as they can. the name of the person who occupied each portion of 
such lands at the time when such warrant was issued, and of the person 
who shall occupy the same at the time of making such applotment, and 
shall make oath before some Justice pf the Peace in and for said 
county of a city and county of a town, that they have made the said 
40 applotment justly, according to the best of their sicill, without favoui, 
affection or malice, and that the contents thereof are, as they believe, 
true, the jurat of which oath shall be indorsed on such applotment; 
and such applotters shall return such applotment, so verified u.ppn 
oath, to such Court or Judge, or to the Clerk of the rules of such 
41 r. B 2 Ctiurt, 
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Court, within Thirty Days after they shall be so chosen or appointed, 
or within such shorter time as shall be specified in such order; and 
such Court or Judge shall have such power to confirm, alter or quash 
such applotment, and to order a new applotment, as is hereinbefore 
given in the case of any defective applotment. ^ 

And be it Enacted, That in case the Court or Judge shall 
confirm or amend any applotment to be made under or in pur- 
suance of any order made by virtue of this Act, it. shall be lawful 
for such Court or Judge to direct the same to be delivered 
to the person empowered to collect Grand Jury Cess, or arrears if) 
thereof, for or in such county of a city or county of a town, manor, 
parish or denomination, or to such other person as such Court 
or Judge shall order, and the same shall be so delivered accord- 
ingly ; and such person shall collect all arrears of Grand Jury 
Cess remaining unpaid in respect of the county of a city, county of a 15 
town, manor, parish or denomination of land for which such applot- 
ment shall have been made, according to the proportions specified in 
such applotment, giving credit for any sums paid on account of 
Grand Jury Cess in respect of any sub-division of such lands, and shall 
pay the amount so collected to the Treasurer of such county of a city 20 
or county of a town; and such Grand Jury Cess, and all arrears 
thereof, shall be collected and levied accordingly by all the ways 
and means provided by the said first-recited Act for the levy or collec- 
tion or enforcement of Grand Jury Cess; and all the provisions of the 
said Act of the sixth and seventh year, of his late Majesty’s reiom, 25 
with reference to such collection, levy or enforcement, shall apply 
t,o such Cess or arrears thereof (credit being given for such pay- 
ments as aforesaid), and (0 such applotment, as if the same were 
hereby specially enacted, or as if such applotment had been in due 
time duly'’ made under the said last- mentioned Act. 30 

And it is Enacted, That, for the purpose of making such applot- 
ment, the applotters chosen or appointed as aforesaid shall have 
full power to enter into and upon, and to inspect and value, all 
such lands and tenements as they or any of them shall deem it 
necessary or expedient to inspect for, in or about the making of any 35 
such applotment ; and in case any person shall hinder or attempt 
to hinder any such applotter from entering into or upon, or remaining 
upon any such lands or tenements for any such purpose, such person, 
if convicted thereof before any Justice of the Peace in and for 
the county of a city or county of a town wherein the offence shall have 40 
been committed, shall for every such offence forfeit and pay the sum 
of Five Pounds, to be recovered before any Justice of the Peace for 
such county of a city, or county of a town, and to be levied by all the 
ways and means given by the said last-mentioned Act for the levy 
or recovery of any fine or forfeiture thereby imposed. 

And 
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And be it Enacted, That any applotment confirmed, altered or Am-'^pplotineiit 
made in pursuance of any such order, shall be deemed to be, to all 
intents and purposes, an applotment duly made in pursuance of the pursuance of this 
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said first-recited Act, and Grand Jury Cess ; and all arrears thereof force until a further 
5 (credit being given as aforesaid) shall be and shall continue to be uiio'er 6& 7 Wiih4. 
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And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for such Court or 
jo Judge, if they or he shall think fit, to order payment to every such 
person as shall act as ap plotter under or by virtue of this Act, of such 
reasonable sum for bis expenses and loss of time as to such Court or 
Judge shall seem fit, not exceeding in the whole Ten Shillings for 
every day during which such person shall be engaged in actual 
duty ; and the amount which shall be so ordered shall be paid to such 
person or his representatives by the Treasurer of the county of the 
city or county of the town in which such person shall so act, and 
shall be allowed in such Treasurer’s account accordingly, and shall be 
added in the next Treasurer's warrant to the sum to be levied off the 
20 manor, parish or denomination for which such person shall have so 
acted as appl otter. 

And be it Enacted, That in case any person shall disobey any 
order of such Court or Judge, made by them or him when acting 
under or in furtherance of the provisions of this Act, it shall be lawful 
or for such Court or Judge to order or issue an attachment against such 
person, or to fine such person such reasonable sum as such Court or 
Judge shall deem fit; and such Court or Judge, in carrying 
into effect the provisions of this Act, shall have power to call 
before them or him, and examine vivd voce, such person or persons 
g 0 as such Court or Judge shall deem it necessary or proper to exa- 
mine; and it shall be lawful for such Court to adjudicate or act 
in the matter of any such application, or in respect of any proceeding- 
consequent upon or relating to the same, although such application 
may have been made to a single Judge, and for any Judge of such 
35 Court so to adjudicate or act, although such application may have 
been made to another Judge of the said Court. 
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AND whereas divers sums of money, amounting in the whole to 
the sum of Eight thousand seven hundred and sixty-four Pounds 
Eleven Shillings and Seven-pence Halfpenny, have been from time to 
time advanced from Her Majesty’s Exchequer for the payment of Con- 
tractors and other persons having demands against the County of the

Governor or Governors of Ireland ; BE it therefore Enacted, That 
in every case where any sum of money shall be payable out of any 25 
public money or rate levied or leviable in any county, county of a city 
or county of a town, on account or in respect of any advance of money 
made by or by the direction or authority of the Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury, or the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, to or for the use,’ behoof or benefit 30 
of such county, county of a city or county of a town, or any part 
thereof, such sum shall to all intents and purposes whatsoever 
be a charge, upon such public money or rate, in priority of and 
preference to any other lien, charge, claim or demand whatso- 
ever upon the same or any part thereof ; and every such sum 35 
payable out of any public money or rate levied or leviable in 
any county, county of a city or county of a town, shall be paid 
by the Treasurer of such county, county of a city or county 
of a town, out of such public money or rate, when and as the 
same shall come to his hands, in priority of and preference to any 40 
other lien, charg claim or demand upon the same whatsoever, and 
to such bank or person as the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
I reasury shall direct ; and in default of so doing and for every such 
offence such Treasurer shall forfeit the sum of One hundred Pounds, 
with full costs of suit, to any person who shall sue for the same by

action of debt or on the case in any of Her Majesty’s Courts of 
Record at Dublin. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for any Justice of 
the Peace or any other person to demand or take any fee or reward 
for swearing- any affidavit to be made by virtue of this Act ; 
and if any person shall wilfully swear falsely in any oath taken 
by authority or under any of the provisions of this Act, every such 
person being- thereof convicted shall be adjudged guilty of wilful and 
corrupt Perjury, and incur the pains and penalties in such case by- 
law provided; and it shall and may be lawful for any Grand Jury, 
without any previous application to Presentment Sessions, to mate 
such Presentments for defraying the expenses of the prosecution of 
such delinquents as to them may seem fitting and expedient. 



And be it Enacted, That in any action, motion, civil bill, indict- 
ment or other proceeding before any Court or person under this Act, 
or under the said recited Act of the sixth and seventh years of the 
reign of King- W illiam the Fourth, for the levy or recovery of any 
Grand Jury Cess, or for the applotting the same, or questioning-, con- 
firming or amending- any applotment, or for determining the liability 
of any manor, parish, district or denomination, or of any description 
of tenements to such Cess, or for any other purpose relating to Grand 
Jury Cess, no person rated or liable to be rated to Grand Jury Cess 
in any county, county of a city or county of a town, or owner or 
occupier of any lands or tenements therein, and not being himself the 
party actually sued or suing- in such proceeding-, shall be deemed or 
taken to be, by reason of his being so rated or liable to be rated, or 
such owner or occupier as aforesaid, an incompetent witness for either 
party, any law, usage or statute to the contrary in anywise notwith- 
standing. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall be deemed or taken to affect or .alter all or any of the 
provisions contained in another Act passed in the Session of Parlia- 
ment bolden in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his said 
late Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled, “An Act to con-
